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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of claims 1 -6 and 9 in the reply filed on 
9/12/05 is acknowledged. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

3. Claims 1-3, 5, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Lin 
(US 5,436.203, newly cited from the newly submitted IDS.) 

In regard to claims 1, in fig. 4, Lin discloses an apparatus comprising: 

a die 32 mounted on a substrate 12, the die being connected to the substrate by 
a plurality of wires 36; see also, col. 4, lines 55-57; and 

a mold cap encapsulating the die and the plurality of wires, the mold cap 
comprising an electrically insulating portion 42 encapsulating substantially all the wires 
and the die, and a thermally conductive portion, part of the mold 42, encapsulating 
substantially all the electrically insulating portion. See also col. 4, lines 58-67. 

In regard to claim 2, the die inherently comprises IC circuits. The term die means 
IC die, Integrated Circuit die, or memory die. 
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In regard to claim 3, Lin further discloses that the electrically insulating material is 
a curable resin. See col. 5, lines 1-20. 

In regard to claim 5, Lin further discloses that the thermal insulating material is 
resin curable material. See col. 5, lines 42-55. 

Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 4, 6, 9, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Lin as applied to claims 1-3 and 5 above, and further in view of Distefano (US 
6,309,915, previously cited.) 

In regard to claims 4 and 6, Lin discloses all of the claimed limitations as 
mentioned above except the materials of the filler such as silica, metal. 

Distefano, in fig. 7, discloses an analogous semiconductor package including a 
substrate 5, IC die 2 mounted on the substrate, and further discloses filler 3, for 
example, that comprises highly thermal conductive fillers such as silver, silica, epoxy, 
etc., in order to prevent the package from overheating since these fillers are highly 
thermal conductive materials, therefore, heat will be dissipated from the package 
quickly. See col. 7, line 63- col. 8, line 15. 
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Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the 
time of the invention was made to use fillers as taught by Distefano in order to dissipate 
heat from the package, therefore, preventing the package from overheating. 

In regard to claim 9, Distefano further discloses a heat dissipation device 10, 
heat sink, attached to the package, and in thermal contact with the thermally conductive 
material, see fig. 4. This heat sink further enhances heat dissipation from the package, 
and it is very common in the art of semiconductor packaging. 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the 
time of the invention was made to attach a heat sink to the package as taught by 
Distefano in order to keep the package under appropriate temperature, and further 
prevent the package from damage due to overheating. 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-3 and have been considered but 
are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
